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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding claim 7, the claim has been amended to include a new limitaiton "wherein the one of said 
directories and said another directories belong to a same layer" which was not presented previously. 

Regarding claims 1 and 9, the Applicant asserts that Kawamura does not include the singly picked up image reproduction mode and the 
continuously picked up image reproduction mode and that one cannot distguish the image picked up in the single Image pickup mode 
from that picked up in the continuous image pickup mode by the reduced image reproduced and displayed (four-screen multi). In 
response the Examiner respectfully disagrees. As clearly disclosed by the Applicant in page 13, lines 6-16 and Figures 5 & 6, the 
captured images in the singly picked up image mode and continuously picked up image mode are also displayed in mutipie (e.g., 9 
screen multi shown in Fig. 6). This feature is taught by Kawamura as analyzed in the previous Office Action (see Kawamura in Figs. 7B 
& 7C; col. 8, lines 43-67 and col. 2, lines 13-21). 

In response to the Applicant's arguments with reference to Kuba, the Examiner respectfully provides a clarification that the Kuba 
reference has been relied upon for the teachings of classfying and storing singly picked up images and continuously picked up images 
into separate directories of recording medium for easier retrie val (see the previous Office Action). 
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
